pending the mayor's effort to bring 
about arbitration through thc.mcclium 
of the council committee which meets 
today. 
The mayor told the leaders 


if th'e strike was extended it would' 


. immediately lead to bringing troops 


here. He said he was determined to 
preserve order at any cost. 
Several 


hundred striKc-brcakers arrived from 
St. Ixiuis this morning and a hundred 
additional policemen went out with 
th« employers' wagons as a guard. 
At the request of the liverymen May- 
or Dunne promised to revoke the li- 
cense of any cabmen who refused to 
carry passengers to the strike-bound 
stores.

Arbitration Is Demanded. 


At a conference In tKe Rector build- 


Ing the lumber dealers named next 
Thursday as the last day of truce. 
'By that time, according to the resolu- 
tions, the leamstcrs must explain why 
they will not permit deliveries to the 
"boycotted" houses. This demand ap- 
plies to the lumber teamsters 'alone. 


The lumbermen made three points 


In their resolutions. The first was 
that the lumber drivers^ are breaking 
contracts in refusing to make deliv- 
,eries; the second., that the contracts 
forbid sympathetic strikes; and, last- 
ly, they pointed out that, by the terms 
of the agreement with the union, every 
kind '-of. .dispute must be submitted co 


• arbitration before a strike is called. 


"We have' asked the teamsters either 


to deliver by 'Thursday or to submit to 
arbitration their justification in refus- 
ing," said a leading lumberman. 


Teamstei-s Will Stand Pat. 


. The text of the lumbermen's resolu- 


tion w<is handed, after the meeting or 
the teamsters' joint council, to Presi- 
dent Shea. He replied .that the action 
of the lumber dealers would make.no. 
difference, and that the teamsters will 
continue to "stand pat" as before. , 


President Edward Hines of the Lum- 


bermen's association conferred' with 
Shea and Edward Mullins. business 
agent of the Lumber Drivers' union, In 
a final effort to avoid the impending 


,' trouble. The meeting did not change 


the situation, . ' 


Besides "turning down" the team 


owners the teamsters' council also 
scorned the demands of the Joint Liv- 
erymen's association. The liverymen 
wanted permission for their cab driv- 
ers to haul "fares" to the doors of tlio 
State street department stores .instead 


of tp a point a'half block' away',' " ' ' 


"If a man wants to ride to the Fair 


or to any other store," said Presi- 
dent Shea, ''-lie probably will have to 
walk." 


To show that ostensibly, at least, 


they were "peaceably inclined," the 
teamsters responded to Mayor Dunne's 
request for a meeting with the new 
commission created by the city coun- 
cil. 
The teamsters said that 
they 


were anxious to avoid a spread of 
the strike, and that they would "go 
as far as the employers" to confine 
the struggle within its present limits. 
' The strike leaders themselves ap- 
pealed to higher officials in the labor 
movement, including President Gom- 
pers. 
His presence'Is counted upon 


for good results, as he is known to 
be a conservative leader. 


Will Investigate the Cause. 


One'of the first things Mr. Gompers 


will do when he reaches Chicago, it 
is said, will be to investigate the un- 
derlying causes for the teamsters' 
strike. 
His action thereafter will de- 


pend upon the result of his inquiries.

It Is maintained that the fact 
that the fleet is off Honkohe bay does 
not constitute a breach of neutrality 
so long as the ships remain on the 
high seas, and the.officials add that 
French surveillance assures the Rus-

French three mile limit. 


Await News of Battle. • 


St. Petersburg, May 16.—A naval 


battle within a few days is regarded 
as likely in well Informed naval cir- 
cles. It Is stated that Rojestvensky 
and Nebogatoff joined forces May 10. 
There is reason to believe the united 
fleet will proceed northward Immedi- 
ately. 
No delay was necessary for 


the purpose of coaling or cleaning Ne- 
bogatoff's ships as his division made 
a stop for this purpose before enter- 
Ing the straits of Malaccaa. 


Japs Ready to Advance. 


Gunshu Pass, May 16.—Skirmish- 


ing continues in the Olouria moun- 
tain region on the Russian left, but 
the fighting is not serious. 


On the right Field Marshal Oyama 


is directing large masses of troops 
from Fakoman toward Tounziakou, 
where a concentration is proceeding 
and the river is being bridged by pon- 
toons.

COUNCIL 


Ordinance Relating to Auctioneers' 


License. Fees Was Passed — 


Other Important Matters 


One of the important matters which 


came up before the city council last 
evening was the report of the light- 
ing committee in favor of. contracting 
with the Junesville Electric Co. for 
215 arc lights and as many mcan- 
ilescents as should be needed for the 
period of two years at die same terms 
which the coinpanyi offered in their 
bids for the live-year term. The com- 
mittee consisting of Aldermen J. J. 
Sheridan, F. 11. Jackman, E. T. Fish, 
E H. Connell, and J. J. Dulin stated 
in tlieir findings that while they were 
convinced that less 
brilliant 
lights 


and more of them would light the 
city better, vet under the bids sub- 
mitted a combination of gas and elec- 
tric would be more expensive than 
the present contract. 
Moreover, they 


were not satisfied that the use of in- 
candescent lights generally would be 
satisfactory. 
The only way in which 


money1 could be saved -would be in the 
exclusive use of gas. The Electric 
Co. was made up of local stockhold- 
ers aud it was entitled to considera- 
tion it had been decided to accept 
their bid In accordance with the terms 
originally stipulated, except that, the 
contract' be made for :two years in- 
stead of live. 
U was deemed better 


to 'make a contract for two years even 
if the city could secure better terms 
for five, inasmuch as better service 
would in all probability be secured 
under the possibility of earlier com- 
petition. 
It was the opinion of the 


committee that in limiting the period 
to two years no Injustice would be 
done the lighting company as they 
would not be compelled to spend a 
dollar to accept this new contract. 
The city's lighting bill under this con- 
tract would be $12,(iS5 without con- 
sidering any 
incandescents 
which 


wight be ordered, while at present it 
amounted to ?12,G-18. 


Thought It Unjust 


L. B. Carle of the Electric Light 


Co. was grouted permission to 
ad- 


(1 rests the .council. 
He said that he 


presumed that the council was acting 
in good faith and came to its conclu- 
sions inadvertently. 
If his hearers 


would recollect, however, the coun- 
cil advertised for a term of five years 
and the company had made its prices 
on tiiis basis. 
Those terms would 


not have been offered on a two-year 
basis. 
The length of the contract 


would .make a material difference in 
the,amount of money 
the • company 


would•• wish .ito spend- in 
.improve- 


ments. . The 
company having con- 


formed strictly to .the advertisement, 
lie wished to submit to the council 
the question as to whether or not it 
was. fate,;treat,jn.e>it to-accept the con- 
tract for two ybars. 
Alderman Mur- 


ray said that he did not think it was 
just the fair thing to advertise for 
five years and then offer a two-year 
term,'and he moved as an amendment 
that the term of contract be extend- 
ed to live years. 
Alderman Merrill 


seconded the amendment. Alderman 
Jackman stated that the lighting com- 
mittee had considered 
the 
matter 


thoroughly and its findings were'in 
the nature of a proposition to 
the 


Klectric Co. He intimated that the 
latter was not bound to accept it if 
they did not see fit. The amendment 
was lost 7 to o, only Aldermen Brock- 
haits. M'erritt, and Murray, voting in 
favor of U. 
The original 'motion to 


adopt the report was then passed. 


Auctioneers' Licenses

The thrilling experiences of Francis 


Lake, who for the hist Uvc, years has 
beeu in the cmi>loy of the Austraiao 
government as u secret service agent, 
road more like a volume of Sherlock 
Holmes' sulventnros than chapters from 
the life history of a living detective. 


"I always had a. liking for police 


work," he saUl recently, "and hiivo 
worked at it since 1 was quite u young- 
ster. , 


"I had a friend' iu high office at Scot- 


land Yard who knew my liking for de- 
tective work, arid he Introduced me to 
a secret service agent of the Austrian 
government working In London. The 
latter at once offered to pay me a sal- 
ary to assist him, and for twelve 
mouths I worked as a secret service 
spy. 
At Iho end of that period he of- 


fered to retain me In the secret service. 


"My first duty was to sign a bond in 


London that 1 would never divulge my 
business or my whereabouts even to 
my relatives or friends. Not even my 
wife knew my real occupation. 


"After signing the bond of secrecy I 


was sent to Vienna to familiarize my- 
self with Austrian criminals. 
, 


"By far the most extraordinary and 


thrilling case with which I have been 
connected was that of' the murder in 
the Rne Arcole. in Paris, on Jan. 21, 
1002. The murdored man was an Aus- 
trian by birth, but for a minor political 
offense was sentenced to serve seven 
years' --•banishment from 
bis native 


country. He went first to France and 
took up his residence in Paris. 


"I flrst met him In December, 1001, in 


Patersou, N. J., and, having obtained 
certain Information from him, 1 per- 
suaded him to accompany me to Eu- 
rope. After making n short stay in Lon- 
don, where I was endeavoring to pick 
up more threads of the'inquiry upon 
which I was tengaged, we crossed to 
Paris.

"On the second night after our arriv- 


al in the French capital I invited him 
to dine with me tit the well known 
•Cafe Ylennois, in the Rne Moutmartre. 


"While sitting at the table I noticed 


be g"t rather lidgoty and at last sug- 
gested that he fond better leave me to 
finish dinner ulone. On inquiring the 
reason ho called rny attention to a 
group of five well dressed men at an 
adjacent table and informed me that 
ho knew them and it would he better 
for mo not to be seen In his company. 


"On looking across at the group I rec- 


ognized one of the men as a relative of 
the murderer of the empress of Aus- 
tria. I persuaded my companion not to 
leave hurriedly. A few moments later
